Dayton, Ohio, May 7.—Judging 
from the first detailed reports of their 
progress, the American round-the- 
world flyers, im their unofficial race 
with British, French and Portugese 
flyers, aren’t doing so. badly after all.

Washington, May 7.—The senti- 
ment which proposes to lease Muscle 
Shoals to Henry Ford loses strenzth 
gradually.

Before the 
question comes to a vote in the sen- 
ate, kowever, there is a serious hurdle 
to pass. That hurdle is the senate 
committee under the chairmanship of 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska, which 
has charge of the bill and which is 
now holding hearings on it. 

As feeling grows more acute and 
more ‘and more people want to offer 
their views, it is apparent thut these 
hearings will continue a considerable 
time. It is admitted by the advo- 
cates of the Ford offer that probably 
a majority of the senate committee 
is opposed to accepting Ford’s offer. 

Divided In Three Groups. 

The senate committee, as well as 
everybody else, is divided into threr 
grousp: One, that wants to accept 
the Ford offer, one that wants to re- 
tain Muscle Shoals under government

ment enterprise, and one that prefers 


to accept some of the alternative 
offers,

the Ford offer admit that in the com-

CALIFORNIA SENATORS 
‘BUCK’ ON COMPROMISE 


Bitter Fight Predicted in 
Senate and House When 
Conference Report Is 
Submitted.

Washington, May 7.—Severe pres- 
sure from the white house hag led 
house and senate conferees on the im- 
migration bill to modify the Japanese 
exclusion provision by making it ef- 
fective March 1, 1925, and requesting 
the president, ia the meantime, to 
negotiate with the Japanese govern- 
inent regarding wbrogation of the en- 
tiemen’s agreement. 

This action wes taken late Wednes- 
day, after Coolidge had summoned 
Senator Reed, l’ennsylvania, and Rep- 
resentative Johnson, Washington, re- 
publican conferees, to the white house 
and called in Secretary of State 
Hughes to present -the international 
nepects of the situation over which 
the executive has been greatly con- 
cerned. 

Coolidge Hughes

; Strongly that to enforce exclusion by 
legislation July 1 of this year would 
| cause: serious international complica- 


tions, because it would not give the 
necessary time to negotiate an agree- 
ment and would result inevitably in 
deep offense to Japanese sensibilities, 
Tuesday's Action. 

The result was that the conferees 
went back into session and recon- 
sidered their action of Tuesday, when 
the president’s piea for more time was 
rejected. 

The conferees inserted this proviso 
in connection with the exclusion ac- 
tion: 

“Provided, that this subdivision 
shall not take effect as to exclusion 
unti] March 1, 1925, before which 
time the president is requested to ne- 
gotiate with the Japanese government 
in relation to abrogation of the pres- 
ent arrangement on this subject.” 

Although the conferees reversed 
their position, they did not go as far 
as the president desired. He asked 
that the exclusion provision be made 
effective March 1, 1926, but the con- 
ferees chopped a year off of this pe- 
riod of grace, 

The next question is whether the 
house and senate membership will ac- 
cept the compromise. 

Shortridge Opposes Compromise. _ 

As soon as he heard of the change 
of front, Senator Shortridge, of.

WHlP FOR LEADERS 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, May 7.—In a series 
of conferences with house and senate 
leaders Wednesday, President Cool- 
idge took command of the legislative 
situation in vigorous fashion and 
sought to prod his lieutenants at the 
capitol into saving as much as pos- 
sible of the administration program 

Coolidge has been inwardly dis- 
pleased at the failure of his leaders 
in congress to protect the administra- 
tion from repeated rebuffs. Several 
incidents Tuesday including the re- 
jection of his immigration plan by 
the conferees, the threat of the in- 
surgents and democrats to hold con- 
gress in session indefinitely, and the 
republican surrender of the Mellon 
surtax schedule, caused Coolidge te 
interfere at this time. 


Results Were Immediate. 


In rapid succession he called in 
groups of republican senators and 
congressmen and by noon they were 
back at the capitol scurrying around 
under the white house lash. Results 
began to show immediately: 


1. The immigration conferees re- 
versed their previous action and ac- 
cepted in essence the president’s com- 
promise on Japanese exclusion. 

2. House wnd senate leaders be- 
gan shaping their program to bring 
about adjournment by June 1, if pos- 
sible, and by June 7, at the latest. 

3. Opposition tot he Bursum bill 
was organized and appeared so strong 
that Senator Bursum decided to de- 
lay his effort to pass the measure 
over the president’s veto. He had 
planned to call up the bill Wednesday 
but that has been postponed indef- 
initely. * 

4. Republican senators began to lay 
plans for overthrowing the Simmons 
tnx schedules to which the president 
objects, when the tax bill gets into 
conference where they hope to sub- 
stitute the house provisions, which 
would be somewhat more acceptable 
at the white house. 

President Cracks Whip. 

Coolidge also suggested to the sen- 
ators that he would like to see rec- 
lamation and farm legislation enact- 
ed before adjournment but he indi- 
cated opposition to the features of the 
McNary-Haugen bill which would ap- 
propriate $200,000,000 for creation of 
grain export machinery. This and 
Other outlays such as contemplated 
hy the Bursum pension and insurance 
bonus bills would upset the adminis- 
tration’s hope of tax reduction, in the 
president’s opinion, and his leaders 
were given to understand that they 
were expected to do everything they 
could to hold appropriations to the 
minimum. House leaders also advised 
the president that they would leave 
roething undone to block the Barkley 
hill to abolish the railroad labor 
board. 

The first conference was held at 
breakfast when Speaker Gillett. Ma- 
jority Leader Longworth, Chairman 
Snell, of the house rules committee, 
and Chairman Madden, of the house 
appropriations ,committee, were in- 
vited in. Soon after they left Senator 
Lodge, majority leader of the senate, 
and Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
finance eommittee, were called in. 
Senator Borah, of Idaho. was sum- 
moned to join them ga little later. 

Has People’s Mandate. 

The general legislative situation 
was covered in these conferences and 
then Coolidge turned to the delicate 
task of undoing the Japanese ex- 
clusion action of the conferees Tues- 
day. He consulted Secretary of State 
Hughes, Senator Reed, Pennsylvania, 
author of the senate bill, and Repre- 
sentative Johnson, of Washington, 
author of the house bill. The result 
wes a quick somersault when the 
conferees returned to the hill. 

President Coolidge feels that in the 
remarkable string of primary  vic- 
tories he has received a mandate of 
leadership from his party. His 
showing in California against Hiram 
Johnson removed all doubt as to his 
prestige within his own party. It 
Was inevitable, therefore, that he 
should take charge of the chaotic sit- 
uation in congress, which was de- 
scribed in these dispatches Tuesday. 
and seek to establish some responsible 
leadership that would prevent anni- 
hilation of*his legislative policies at 
the ®ands of the democratic-repub- 
lican insurgent coalition. °

Provision is made for a judicial 
council to pass upon the constitu- 
tionality of the acts of the general 
conference and jurisdictional confer- 
ences either on appeal or on its own 
motion, ite decisions to be made by a 
majority vote of its total membership. 
The council is to be elected in equal 
number by each jurisdictional confer- 
ence at the first session of the gen- 


eral corgerence.

Libeled, Famous 


Preacher Claims 


Emphatic defense of the moral 
character of modern youth was en- 
tered by Dr. Robert Arthur Elwood, 
founder and pastor of Atlantie City’s 
unique “board walk church,” in an 
interview during a stopover in Atlan- 
ta Wednesday, en route ffrom Au- 
gusta, where he addressed the Geor- 
gia State Bankers’ association, to 
New Orleans, where he will speak 
to the chamber of commerce. 

“It’s a libel on the young people 
of America to say they are a drink- 
ing. riotous lot,” the noted preacher 
declared. “Whoever says that is either 
an ignoramus or a liar, for as I go 
up and down this land, I find the 
young folks as a whole are leaving 
liquor alone and are much more in- 
terested in worth while tilings. 

Youth Go te Church. 

“They are going to chure, too,” 
he asserted, “whenever the church is 
made interesting enough for them. 
There are more young people in Sun- 
day schoo] in this country today than 
ever before, and many more of them 
are doing some form of Christian gerv- 
ice,”’ 
The pastor took spirited issue with 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler’s declay- 
ation that prohibition is a failure. 

“There are more infractions of the 
automobile laws in Atlanta in one 
day than of prohibition laws in a 
month,” he asserted. “Yet who but 
a fool would talk of repealing the 
auto laws because they cannot be en- 
forced ?”

Action of Society 
In Bryants’ Case 


Explanation of its reasons for with- 
drawing aid from Mr. and Mrs, EB. J. 


Bryant, 46 Fortress street, was made 
Wednesday in a statement by the 
Family Welfare society, formerly the 
Associated Charities, through its 
president, E. Marvin Underwood. 

The society withdrew the aid be- 
cause to continue it, without placing 
the grandchildren in some charitable 
institution, would mean! contributing 
to a condition against their mora} 
welfare, the statement said. Judge 
Watkins, of juvenile court, stated, 
when the case was before him, that 
officers of his court had learned that 
no conditions existed in the Bryant 
home warranting separation of the 
children from the grandparents. 

Contributes $973 to Family. 

President Underwood's statement 
set out that the society has contribut- 
ed $973.35 to the support of the Bry- 
ants. It further says: 

Experience showed that the grandfather 
and grandmother, themselves dependents, 
and 75 and 68 years old, respectively, did 
not cooperate in plans to improve condi- 
tions, could not properly direct and eon- 
trol the children, and that it was useless 
and even detrimental to the welfare of 
the children to continue the family arranze- 
ment: 

In July, 1923, neighbors broucht the 
case into the juvenile court and asked 
tection of the court for the children. he 
case was dismissed. On advice of the pro- 
bation officer, the Family Welfare society 
made arrangements for a scholarship for 
the oldest girl, age 13. so that she might 
be sent away to school and removed from 
detrimental home conditions. The grand- 
mother refused to accept this plan. Later, 
this girl was reported out of school and 
it was found she had been sent to Ma- 
con, where she worked in the mills. In 
December, the teacher referred the oldest 
bey to the juvenile court because of his 
conduct in school, but this appeal accom- 
plished no results. 

Functions of Society. 

The functions of the society are not in- 
definitely to pension families, but to re- 
habilitate them. If this proves impossi- 
ble, then an effort is made to make per- 
manent provision for them in institutions 
established to take care of such cases. 

In January, 1924, the society brought 
the case to the attention of the Georgia 
Children’s Home society, which agreed the 
case was one for its attention and offered 
to take charge of the children, if the 
court would give it enustody. The Family 
Welfare society Immediately brought the 
case into juvenile court and snggested the 
Children’s Home society be permitted to

LAST) OF JOHNSON. 
The political surprise of the year 
—and indeed of the decade—is the 
loss of power, once wielded with un- 
challenged force, by Senator Hiram 


Johnson among his own pepole in 
California. In 1910, when he was 
first elected governor on a highly 
progressive platform, taking issue 
against what he termed as reaction- 
ary interests, he swept the state like 
a cyclone. In 1914 he was reelected 
by even a larger majority, on the 
hypothesis that he was in the midst 
of his program and needed another 
term to complete it. He did not 
finish this term, however, but was 
elected to the senate in 1916. In 
the meantime he had become the 
western leader of the Roosevelt pro- 
gressive ideas, and continued the 
popular idol of his party along the 
Pacific coast. 

In 4920 when he announced his 
candidacy for the republican nomi- 
nation for president his great power 
in California had already begun to 
wane, Instead of being construc- 
tively progressive, he had let per- 
sonal popularity perhaps sway his 
better judgment, and he had become 
radically destructive. He led the 
fight against the ratification of the 
treaty of Versailles, becoming leader 
of the group of irreconcilables that 
defeated that treaty and brought 
upon the country an economic reac- 
tion that brought agriculture to its 
knees, and touched every trade and 
industry. 

It was easily observed at the Chi- 
cago convention that his great 
power had left him, and yet he went 


test.’ It says that the Underwood 
folks, having made the rules for the 
presidential primary, now are kicking 
because the McAdoo people are carry- 
ing them out. 

“No one who knows the facts could 
be sincere in making a statement like 
that. 

“The rules were made and announced 
prior to the primary, and not having 
been overturned prior to the primary, 
they should be carried out.

It matters not what faction in the

‘‘convention” as was held in Atlanta 
on April 23 was made possible 
under such rules is evidence suffi- 
cient that they should be changed 
for all time in the future and a 
prodigal party brought back to the 
house of the democratic fathers. 

Unless something is done to safe- 
guard the rights of the voters and 
by which the voice and the political 
liberties of the people will be pro- 
tected, the primary system will be 
junked —as sad as that reflection 
may be to the lovers of true repre- 
Sentative government. 

It is not true that the ‘'Under- 
wood folks” or the ‘‘McAdoo folks’ 
in the convention were responsible 
for the rules. 

The fact is the state demoératic 
committee as a whole, composed of 
more than a hundred and fifty men 
and women citizens of Georgia, and 
at which a majority was present at 
the time, was responsible. The rules 
were read and adopted by an over- 
whelming majority, there being less 
than a dozen dissenting voices. 

The outstanding fact is that they 
were adopted, adhered to and a dis- 
graceful and thoroughly undemo- 
cratic situation resulted which will 
long remain a stigma upon the state 
of Georgia and its political history. 

The obligation of Georgia de- 
mocracy today is to see that the pri- 
mary laws are amended at the forth-

lost to President Coolidge, who 
represents the very antithesis of po- 
litical thought. 

In 1920, too, Serator Johnson 
had relatively 150 instructed dele- 
gates on the opening ballot.

MORE FAT SOLUBLE VITAMIN. 
Plain cod liver oil contains more 
vitamin than any other known sub- 
stance. It is rich in the fat soluble 
vitamins and much richer than butter 
ing the vitamins which prevent rickets. 
Cod liver oil, the plain, preferably 
unrefined or unpuritied article, has 
long borne a good reputation in med- 
icine. Long befere the yitamins were 
conceived (we must remember that no 
one has yet discovered or idenftfied 
any of the vitamins) physicians fad 
found that cod lver oil possessed pe- 
culiar virtues as a remedy in rickets. 
in many cases of tuberculosis, _ re- 
tarded gtowth in the young, some 
cases of bronchitis and some caseg of 
depressed vitality. Since the idea of 
these unidentified accessory factors 
which are called vitamins was con- 
ceived by research workers experi- 
menting upon animals in the study of 
nutrition, many of the old medical 
assumptions regardng the value of cod 
liver oil have been established on a 
scientific basis. and several newly re 
cognized facts have been added to our 
knowledge of the effect of this ster- 
ling medicine, Again I particularize. 
we are speaking of plain cold liver oil. 
If the fresh cod livers were available 
tu the public ag food, that would be 
better than the oil. But the cod liver 
oil is the next best thing, and you 
have no assurance that you are get- 
ting the vitamins unless you take the 
unaltered cod liver oil. I have called 
it crude cod liver oil. Cod liver oil 
conformng to the standard of the 
Pharmacopoeia is right. 

Among the condétions in which cod 
liver oil seems to have specific reme- 
dial a are osteomalacia (soften- 
ing of thé bones,) delayed cutting of 
the teeth, weak or depresséd vitality, 
retarded growth int young persons, 
rickets, certain cases of diarrhea in in- 
fants, many cases of nasal and bron- 
chial inféctions and particularly sin 
usits, xerophthalma (dryness and 
rritation of inflammation of the eye- 
balls,) xerosis (excessive dryness and 
harshness of the skin, many cases of 
low grade conjunctivitis) (inflamed 


eyelids) in children, many cases of re- 


curing boils in ysuths, certain cases 
of amenorrhea in young women, and 
even some cases of sterility. 

Nowadays it is not a bad practice 
to begin feeding infants a little plain 
cod liver oil as early as the fourth 
week, unless the infant is breast fed. 
About eight drops of cod liver oi] may 
be given to a four-week-old bottle ba- 
by daily, perhaps mixed with the 
orange juice, giving half of it in the 
forenoon and the other half.in the aft- 
ernoon. .The amount of cod liver oil 
may be gradually increased from week 
to week, until half a teaspoonful is 
given daily by the end of the eighth 
week. Breast fed babies do not re- 
quire it. 

Young persons who are under- 
weight and below the normal in stat- 
ure might well get the cod liver oil 
habit—a teaspoonfull a day for a 
yenr or two would do no harm, at any 
rate. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Another Damp Basement. 

An English basement 20 inches in 
the ground, only one wall of flat in 
contact with the ground, two floors 
with two layers of tar paper between 
them, steam-heated, height to ceiling 
nine feet. Is it safe from being damp. 
and could it be detrimental to the 
health of my family? One of the chil- 
dren is not very strong. (Mrs. W. 8.) 

Answer.—Whether it would be 
damp is more than I can tell you——a 
builder can tell you about that. But 
I can assure yon that dampness has 
nothing to do with the health of oc- 
cupants of a house—it may cause dis- 
comfort but it will not injure health. 

After Scarlet Fever. 

Ts it necessary to destroy hooks 
which have been used hy a child wit 
searlet fever? Can books used in con- 
valescence carry the disease to other 
rersons who use the books later? (S. 
H. M.) 

Answer.—No, though some of the 
old-time sanitarians. who had rather 
vague notions abont the mode of 
spread of scarlet fever, insisted that 
all such objects be burned when,the 
premises were fumigated or disinfect- 
ed. There is no evidence that hooks 
ever carry anv infections disease. Jf 
they did public libraries would be a 
menace, 


DRY GOODS MERCHANTS 
URGED 10 STANDARDIZE 


" Charlotte, N. C., May 7.—Ameri- 
can industries are losing. ten million 
dollars annually through the demand 
for special shades of dress materials, 
A. E. Foote, of the division ef sim- 
plified practice of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, today told 
the annual convention here of the 


Southern Wholesale Dry Goods asso- 


ciation. He also declared that nar- 
row widths of dress goods were go- 
ing out of demand as both home and 
trade dressmakers were finding the 
wider material more economical. 

Mr. Foote told the wholesalers it 
was up to them as to whether or not 
they should have large sums tied up 
in a great variety of slow moving 
goods. The 26 1-2-inch dress mate- 
rial, he said, was “inherited” from 
the time when wool goods, were pro- 
duced in that width and 64-inch: ma-. 
terial was unknown. * 

Efforts are being made, he said, to 
reduce the 900 color shades on the 
market to 44. The National Asso- 
ciation of Finishers of Cotton Fab- 
rics and Textile Color Card Associa- 
tions are working on the idea. 

Various topics of interest to whole- 
sale dry goods merchants were dis- 
cussed at today’s sessions. Among 
the speakers besides Mr. Foote were 
John R. Summers, Dallas, Texas: C

PRESIDENT 1S TRYING

Washington, May 7.—Aroused by 
the threat of democrats and insurgent 
republicans to hold congress in ses- 
sion during the national political con- 
vention in June, President Coolidge 
and republican organization leaders 
in the senate and house today recon- 
solidated their lines in an effort to 
clear the congressional calendar of 
important legislation.

Chairman Green of the ways and _ 
means committee; Chairman Mad- 
den, of the appropriations commit- 
tee, and members of the republican 
steering committee. 

While Senators Lodge and Smoot 
were at the white house, Senator 
Borah, republican, Idaho, also was 
called into their conference, which 
had to do primarily with the status 
of financial measures, including the 
tax bill and the Bursum pension 
measure vetoed last week. The pos- 
sibility of enacting some sort of re- 
clamation legislation also was con- 
sidered.

FOR JACOBSON SUICIDE 


A motive for the suicide of Victor 
Jacobson, 40, of Gastonia, N. C., if 
he ended his own life, will be sought 
by a coroner's jury at the inquest at 
9 o'clock this morning in the chapel 
of Greenberg & Bond. It is known 


that the man lost considerable money 
in recent deals, but relatives state 
that he was not actually in financial 
distress, and know of no reason for 
his act. 

Jacobson, who, in the opinion of 
police, came to his death from the ef- 
fects of lysol poison taken with sui- 
cidal intent, was found in Grant 
Park in an unconscious condition by 
A. E. Farland, attached to local of- 
fices of the department of justice. 

Within a few feet of the body was 
a small bottle containing a few drops 
of the acid from which Jacobson is 
said to have drank. 

No notes or other forms of expla- 
nation for the act were found by ‘he 
police. Identification of the  un- 
conscious man was made possible by 
two bank books found in his pockets 
—one bearing the name of “VY. Ja- 
cobson,” on a Gastonia, N. C.., bank, 
and the other “Mrs. Ida Jacobson,” 
on the Atlanta & Lowry National 
bank. 

The man moved to Atlanta Sunday 
morning from Gastonia, where he 
had resided since moving from At- 
lanta to that city two years ago. He 
had many relatives and friends in 
this city, and it is stated that he sold 
his Gastonia business in order to re- 
turn to Atlanta, 

While in Atlanta before going to 
Gastonia, he went under the name of 
Jacobson, relatives stated, but as his 
brother in the North Carolina city 
uses the name of Jacobs, he changed 
his name to Jacobs while residing 
there. However, he was known to 
his Atlanta friends as Victor Jaco)- 
son.

Cotton Farmers 


Against Over-Con 


fidence 


Washington, May 7.—Many cotton 
farmers are placing too much confi- 
dence in last January’s cold weather 
and are expecting a lighter invasion 
of boll weevils than they will actually 
experience this year, in the opinion 
of experts of the department of agri- 
culture. The latest information avail- 
able, a government statement issued 
Wednesday says, shows that while 
the emergence from hibernation will 
be generally light, there will still be 
sufficient weevils to do very serious 
damage in almost all sections. 

Some weeks ago a preliminary state- 
ment on boll weevil prospects, based 
on examination of Spanish moss for 
hibernating boll weevils, was issued. 
This examination showed a light sur- 
vival’ of weevils, but the figures pub 
lished were accompanied by a warn: 
ing that they were only indicative in 
a general way and should not be 
taken as meaning that there would 
not be sufficient weevils to cause se- 
rious damage. 

“The general attitude toward these 
figures,’ the department says, “has 
been much more optimistic than they 
really justified, and many farmers 
have felt that it would not be neces- 
sary for them to fight the weevils 
this year. This is an attitude which 
was not warranted by the origina) 
statement, and more recent observa- 
tions on the weevil emergence in de 
partment’s hibernation cages at Tal- 
lulah, La., have further emphasized 
this fact. 

“Each fall approximately 30,000 
boll weevils are placed in hibernation 
cages at Tallulah. ‘These cages con- 


tain different kinds of material »rdi- 
narily used by the weevils as hiverna- 
tion shelter, and the installations are 
made at various dates from thé ear- 
liest to the latest at which the weevils 
normally enigr hibernation in the field. 
Emergence the surviving weevil 
starts in these cages usually some 
time about March 1 and , continues 
until about July 1. Throughout this 
period daily records are made on every 
cage to determine the number of wee- 
vils appearing. It is impossible, of 
course, to take the emergence figures 
a! the months of March and April, 
which have just passed, and absolute- 
ly. predict what the final survival 
will be, particularly since the peak 
of emergence normally occurs during 
the month of May, but a close study 
of past records shows that a correla- 
tion of this emergence with the weath- 
er records for the ‘Same period pre- 
dicts a fairly close approximation of 
the total survival. : 

‘“As nearly as can be predicted, the 
survival wil] probably be higher than 
in 1917, 1918 or 1919 and will fairly 
closely approach that of 1920. In 
other words, there will be ample wee- 
vils in the field to produce a uormal 
damage to the coiton crop, and as 
usual the question of principal impor- 
tance will be the one of summer 
weather. Undoubtedly the emergence 
is lighter than it has been in some 
of the most severe years in the past 
and this is an opportunity which the 
farmer should not overlook in fizht- 
ing the weevil, but at the same time 
the farmer who does not prepare to 
fight the weevil now is merely gam- 
,bling on the weather during July and 
August.”

Head Predicts 
Export ot Surplus Capital 


New York, May 7.—Predicting 
that the New York stock exchange 
soon would be called uyon to facili- 
tate a continual export of surplus 
American capital abroad by the mar- 
keting of foreign securities here, Sey- 
mour L. Cromwell, retiring president 
of the exchange, declared in his ad- 
dress to members today that Amer- 
ica’s leading securities market was 
coming to its maturity as part of a 
genuine international center of credit. 

“If the exchange is to assist with 
its indispensable financial services, the 


older but now embarrassed nations of 
Europe,” he said, “it wil) but repay 
a historic debt to those countries 
whose bourses and stock exchanges 
formerly played so vast a part in fi- 
nancing American railroad and indus- 
trial development, and which at times 
provided for the maintenance of our 
very government by distributing to 
European investors our publfé and 
corporate securities. 

“The outlook for a genuine and def- 
inite settlement of European war 
claims seems liarly auspicious,’ 
he asserted. “The new opportunity of 
international service which the event- 
uality of heavy foreign financing here 
would open prove at once an undoubt- 
ed responsibility and a genuine pa- 
triotic opportunity to the New York 
stock exchange.” 

Reviewing the year’s activities Mr. 
Cromwell, who will retire next week 
after serving three years as prevident 
of the stock exchange. pointed out 
that the history of stock trading over 
the period revealed a gratifying im- 
provement in the sure operation and 
efficient functioning of the whole se 
eurities market.

In Georgia 
planting was further delayed in the 
northern portion, but elsewhere the 
weather was more favoraDie, though 
growth was slow with much replant- 
ing. Stands were generally good in 
South Carolina and favorable reports 
were received from North Carolina, 
though moisture ‘was needed for ger- 
mination in some sections. Dlanting 
was well under way in Virginia. 

Corn planting made excellent prog- 
ress in the Atlantic area from Vir- 
ginia southward, with early corn at a 
good stand. Early corn did fairly 
well in southern states, though growth 
was slow in west gulf districts. Plant- 
ing’ has advanced in Missouri north- 
ward to the Missouri river.

Chicago, May 7.—Corn made an 
abrupt descent in values today and 
dragged down the wheat market. No- 
\tice that one corn milling establish- 
ment would shut down tomorrow, for 
an indefinite period and that another 
plant was likely to take similar ac- 
tion had much to do with the break 
in prices. Corn closed heavy, le to 
2 1-Se net lower; May, 75 7-&e to 
76 1-4c, and July, 77 1-4e to 77 3-8c. 

The finish in wheat was unsettled, 
3-Se to 3-4c off; May, $1.04 1-8, and 
July, $1.06 1-4 to $1.06 3-8, and 
oats varying from a shade decline to 
1-8e advance, and provisions at 5c 
lower to a rise of 2c, 


Persistent selling on the wt 
commission houses disclosed ‘hat the 
corn market had no adequate support, 
and prices gave way very rapidly, at 
the last, May delivery showing the 
most weakness, but all deliveries clos- 
ing at the day’s bottom gures. In 
addition to the reported stoppage of 
corn mills, an lowa corn industry 
was said to be reconsigning corn to 
Chicago, although shipping demand 
here for corn gave no promise of a 
ready outlet. In fact, general buying 
here except from previous sellers was 
so light as to be almost negligible. 

Wackness in the purchasing of corn 
products was assigned as a reason for 
the laggard character of the demand 
for grinding. Meanwhile receipts of 
corn here continued to be of liberal

Remove the loose, callous 
skin with pumice stone or the pumice 
paper corn file. The corns themselves 
will have swollen as a result of the 
soaking, the tops can be cut off with 
the corn knife, In fact if a corn is 
very bad some of the dead skin can 
be cut off and the foot soaked again 
to loosen still more of it. Be very 
careful you do not cut into the live 
skin. Paint the corn with a little bit 
of collodion and keep a soft thin pad 
over it for a day or two so the shoe 
will not rub. 

Soft corns between the toes are the 
same as hard corns. They are kept 
soft by the moisture of the feet. Vas- 
eular corns, which are mostly under 
the surface. should always be treated

‘Camp Fire Girls are Schooled 


In Baby Craft by Mrs. Stakeley 


The first class in baby craft which 
is scheduled for every Friday after- 


noon throughout the month of May 
was held on May 2, and was marked 
by a large attendance of Camp Fire 
Girls. There were twenty girls pres- 
ent, their ages ranging from 12 to 16 
years. 

These classes are being conducted 
by Mrs. Henry Stakeley. of College 
Park, who has a wonderful back- 
ground of valuable experience as a 
publie health nurse in New York city 
where she was actively engaged in 
work at baby clinics. Her lectures 
are full of facts about babies, facts 
which every girl and woman should 
know and which few do know. Mrs. 
Stakeley enlivens the course by amus- 
ing accounts of her experiences as 8 
nurse and encourages discussion and 
questions from the girls themselves. 

“Times are changing, knowledge is 
growing, the medical profession is ad- 
vancing. We tell you the best that 
we know today, but we do not want 
vou to confine yourselves to that. 
You must keep abreast of the times, 
and make use of new facts that are 
being discovered ery day,” Mrs. 
Stakeley told the girls. 

Mrs. Stakeley’s lecture was on the 
subject of the normal baby and how 
to recognize whether a baby is nor- 
mal or not. She vent into the his- 
tory of the clothing for babies, illus- 
trating her points with a description 
of the care of babies in various coun- 
tries. A novel note was voiced in 
regard to the colors which babies 
should wear. ° 

“Babies really would be.«better if 
they were dressed in soft shades of 
blue and green. White is one of the 
hardest colors on a baby’s eyes. This 
may sound geer, but the more | 
think about it the more I believe this 
to be true. The Chinese babies wear 
colors—brilliant reds, for example. 
Red is bad. of course, but softer 
colors would be much better than 
white,” said Mrs. Stakeley. 

The purpose of the course offered 
by Camp Fire leaders in Atlanta is 
to fill a keenly felt need for some in- 


struction along the lines of the care 
of little children and home building. 
Camp Fire is based on the home, and 
the girls are taught to love the things 
in the home. At the present time, 
there is no other provision in the 
city for tois phase of the girls’ ac- 
tivities. 

Mrs. Stakeley stresses the fact that 
she wants to teach the girls who are 


taking the course in baby craft to 
think of babies in terms of saving 
thXn. 

“So many, many deaths can he 
traced to so-called little things, and 
if the mother had only a little train- 
ing thousands of babies could be 
saved,” said Mrs. Stakeley, in eon- 
clusion. 

The next class in baby craft which 
meets on Friday afternoon, May 9, 
at 3:30 at Camp Fire headquarters, 
415 Chamber of Commerce, is open 
to any Camp Fire girl who wishes toa 
attend. The time at this class will 
be devoted to the study of the care of 
a normal baby, the proper clothing, 
the food for the baby, the bath. and 
the daily personal care of the baby. 
Girls who come are requested to be 
prompt and they will not be kept 
longer than an hour.

PAID MANINGTON 


Washington, May 7.—After a series 
of quiet sessions devoted tq anti-trust 
problems, the senate Daugherty in- 
vestigation today swung back to the 
more colorful fields presented by the 
acti?ities of Howard Manington and 
by the events leading up to the indict- 
ment of Senator Wheeler in Mon- 
tana, 


A detailed story of money payments 
to Manington in whisky, tax and 
shipping board eases was told the 
committee by M. P. Kraffmiller, wio 
said he had lived with Menington 
for a time at the “little green house 
on K street.” He declared the money 
was collected ona basis of Maning- 
ton’s supposed “closeness” to At- 
torney General Daugherty, and that 
in soane cases the desired results were 
attained. ° 

W. J. Burns, chief of the justice 
department’s investigation bureau, 
conceded during a tumultuous half 
hour on thé witness stand that 
Daugherty had ordered a depurtment 
agent assigned to investigate Senator 
Wheeler, the Daugherty committee 
prosecutor, and that he hac heard 
Daugherty and George B. Lockwood, 
secretary of the republican national 
committee, talking over Wheeler's in- 
dictment before it was returned. 

Discussed With Daugherty. 

Burns said he had ordered a man 
named “Bonner” to watch Means 
who has been an agent and detective 
for the committee. 

“Bonner followed Means wherever 
he went,” Burns said. “That was 
done at the suggestion of Hiram C. 
Todd, ‘assistant attorney general pros- 
ecuting Mr. Means in New York.” 

When Senator Wheeler suddenls 
switched the questioning to Burns’ 
association with Blair Coan, an em- 
p.oyee of the republican national com- 
mittee, who went to Montana to in- 
vestigate Wheeler, Burns agreed that 
he knew Coan and bad mer H. C. 
Glosser, a witness against Wheeler. 

Senator Wheeler asked Burns how 
many times he “consulted Coan.”
